Society is becoming dependent on computer- 
based information processing systems in gov- 
ernment, industry, and, increasingly, in our 
private lives. Central to these computer-based 
systems is some sort of program and data base. 
As these computer systems become a principal 

part of our existence, it is obvious that protection 
of the integrity of these systems is a necessary 
responsibility of the computer operators. 

The subject of security, confidentiality, and inte- 
grity is of constant concern to those responsible 
for the electronic data processing installation in 
companies of all sizes. The need for improve- 
ment in security arises from such sources as 
these: 

• increasing pressure from those worried about individual 
privacy, as well as personal incursions into large data banks 

• an increasing amount of electronic embezzlement, fraud, 
and theft by persons who are expert in this new way to rip- 
off a firm. 

PURPOSE 

The seminar is designed to convince manage- 
ment that this is an area requiring immediate 
attention; to suggest broad methods of solution 
and principles of improving security; and to dis- 
cuss specific techniques for specific situations. 
Topics to be discussed cover: 

• physical security 

• software and data integrity 

• detecting breaches of security 

• disaster prevention and recovery. 

Security enhancement is a case of virtuous be- 
havior bringing unexpected rewards. Installa- 
tions doing something positive about security 
and integrity problems will find that their oper- 
ations become more cost effective. SECURITY IS 
NOT A COST: IT IS AN INVESTMENT. 


PROGRAM LEADERS 

Fred Birkby served for twenty-six years with the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, and received 
commendations from the Director for his effec- 
tive supervision of espionage and sabotage in- 
vestigations. He received his law degree from 
Catholic University. Mr. Birkby is a member of 
the Bar of the District of Columbia. He has served 
as Secretary-Treasurer and as a member of the 
Board of Directors of the Northeast College and 
University Security Association and holds a 
membership in the Police Chiefs Association of 
Southeastern Pennsylvania. He directed Drexel 
University’s Safety and Security Department 
from 1966 until his retirement several months 
ago. 

James Leigh, a systems software programmer/ 
analyst at Drexel University, has developed and 
implemented on Drexel’s computer a well- 
rounded system access control and security sys- 
tem. He is responsible for all maintenance and 
development work of the Master Control Pro- 
gram and compilers on the University’s Bur- 
roughs B-5500. 

A member of CUBE, the Burroughs computer 
users group, he has participated in sessions deal- 
ing with disk and tape file security and total sys- 
tem security. 

James Maginnis of Drexel University teaches 
information systems design, as well as pro- 
gramming, languages and the theoretical as- 
pects of computer science. He has been a direc- 
tor of computer centers at American Viscose 
Corporation and at Drexel. Professor Maginnis 
has served as special advisor on data processing 
for the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, and 
was host chairman for the first CODASYL tech- 
nical conference on COBOL compliers. 

Barry Mann, an electrical engineer, has served 
as a systems programmer for realtime control 
applications using mini and maxi computers. 
His professional experience includes the man- 
agement of technical services for the Drexel 
University Computer Center and service as a 
private consultant in industry.
